Baltimore, Oct. 1—The ghost of a 
chance that Baltimore had to win the 
pennant for next season no longer exists. 
It vanished early in yesterday's game, 
when the senators fell upon Dr. Pond’s 
curves, batted him out of the box and 
took a goed long lead tn the fourth 
inning, after which the “orioles" seemed 
to lose heart, and played lietlessly and 
without aimbition. In the meantime the 
score board was showiny how easily the 
Bostonians were taking their game away 
from Barnie's men in Brooklyn, and the 
last vestige of hope slowly died out in 
the breasts of the handful of faithful 
“rooters’”’ whe still clung to the belief 
that Brooklyn might take one from the 
jeaders and give the “birds” a chance 
to catch up by winning all four from the 
senators. Those who have studigl the 
game closely, however, had no such hope, 
ao it was apparent to them that the 
Washington men had been playing in 
better form than have those from Brook- 
lyn in recent games. Then it was known 
that the Washington managers were 
very anxious to win at least one from 
Baltimore, and would not be displeased 
to have the pennant go to Boston. To 
them, therafore, the result of yesterday's 
game Was pnt unexpected. 

The outeopme of both games was 
Watched, however, with great interest, 
and wherever crowds gathered bulletins 
were read to them.

EVIDENCE NOT ENOUCH. 


Acquittal of One of Those Implicated In a Fur- 
niture Scandal. 

Fall River, Oct. 1.—The Gillan bribery 
hearing was resumed yesterday after- 
noon. Mayor Greene testifled to talks 
with Bobrick and that he had voted to 
award the contract to Bobrick, but later 
the award to the Chandler company was 
made unanimous. 

Attorney Costello, for Gillan, argued 
that there was no evidence showing that 
Gillan ever advised or incited Hoag to 
ask a bribe. The Boston interview was 
the foundation of the prosecution, and 
he claimed that it was irrelevant. It 
was for the purpose of drawing Bobrick 
out. He claimed that the case was 
incited by Bobrick through jealousy of 
Butler. Vfeen Costello spoke of Bo- 
brick’s reputation, the latter shouted 
“You lie.” 

Justice Lovatt threatened Bobrick 
with punishment for contempt if the 
words were repeated, and then reproved 
Costello for mentioning the matter. 

Milton Reed, for the prosecution, ar- 
gued that the case was based on the 
statutory law, that provides that who- 
ever afds a felony may be _ indicted, 
whether the original felonets indicted 
or not, and whether the act occurs in the 
state or on the high seas. Thus the 
Boston meeting of Gillan and Bobrick 
affects the case. He dwelt on the fact 
that the defendant had not taken the 
stand to deny the charge and show 
that he had no criminal connection with 
the aflair. He said that the best citi- 
the affair. We said that the best citi- 
zens want the support of the court in 
the crusade against corruption. 

Justice Lovett said it did not appear 
that Gillan had advised Hoag and that 
the visit to Boston might give the in- 
ference of either guilt orinnocence. He 
then ordered Gillan's discharge. Mr. 
Reed then said he should retire from the 
other case against Gillan in connectior 
with Shay, leaving it with the couri 
which ordered a continuance to Oct.11. 


Dismasted In a Hurricane. 

Boston, Oct. 1—Captain Collin Smith 
Lhe first officer of the Clyde line steamer 
Delaware, which arrived here yester- 
day from Jacksonville, Fla., and Charles- 
ton, reports that about three hours after 
Jeaving Jacksonville they passed tue 
schooner John Paul of Mt. Deseri, Me. 
totally dismasted, with loss of part of 
her deckload, in tow of the famous fili- 
bustering steamer Three Friends, bound 
to Mayport, Fla. The Paul was on a 
passage from Brunswick, Ga., to New 
York, and was caught in the recent 
hurricane off the southern coast. 

Captain Coambs of the brig Mary 
Gibbs, which arrived at Providence 
Monday from Turk’s island, reports that 
when 350 miles southeast of Cape Hat- 
teras his vessel passed between two 
terrific hurricanes, escaping, however, 
their full effects. At this time a large 
eagle that had been caught in the gale 
flew aboard ship. almost exhausted, and 
was easily captured. The bird, which 
has become quite tame, measures six 
feet tip to tip of its wings. The trip 
was made in the remarkably quick time 
of 12 days.

CUTTERS’ STRIKE. 


O' ject to a Discount for a Damaged 
Stone. 


The sixteen stone cutters employed 
at the yards of Thomas & Miller struck 
this morning on the ground that the 
firm had not lived up to the agree- 
ment in paying off the men for August 
work before the first of October. 

When seen this morning in regard 
to the trouble, Mr. Miller said that in 
August two of his cutters spoiled a 
stone either intentionally. or through 
carelessness. At that time he told 
them that he should deduct the differ- 
ence between what the stone would 
have been worth and what it was now 
worth. This amounted to $5.17 
between the two men. When he paid 
off the fifteenth of September he kept 
this amount which was due him and 
paid them the balance taking 
receipt in full for all demands. 

It seems that the men then referred 
the matter to the Workingmen’s com- 
mittee, who talked with Mr. Miller, 
and Tuesday forwarded him the fol- 
lowing letter which he received upon 
his arrival home Thursd: ay:

Havana, Oct. 7.—No arrests have been 
or are contemplated because of 
the utter disregard shown by the popu- 
injunction against a meet- 
ing of protest against his recall that was 


issued Tuesday by Captain General Wey- 


ler. Evidently the prohibition was not 


intended to be taken seriously, for the 


commander 


of the Spanish forces co- 


operated as tar as he could in making 


the demonstration a success. His dig- 
nity was not outraged by the complete 
ignoring of the disapproval, and there 
was no display of anger on his part 
toward the leaders in the demonstration, 
which was a notable event of its kind. 
Various processions united and moved 
to the palace occupied by Weyler, in 
front of which 20,000 persons were as- 
sembled. 

A number of deputations went to the 
palace, where they were received by the 
captain general. According to the offi- 
cial accounts, they assured him that it 
was the desire of all the loyal inhabitants 
of the island that he should continue at 
the head of the government and carry on 
the campaign against the insurgents. 
They also expressed ‘confidence that the 
Madrid government was inspired with 
altogether too high designs for the wel- 
fare of the country to withdraw the 
illustrious chief who had subjugated the 
insurrection 

Captain General Weyler, after thank- 
ing the deputations for their assurances, 
said he had accepted the command in 
difficult circumstances and without con- 
ditions. The success of the campaign 
could be estimated and properly ap- 


preciated by the country from the visible 
facts. In the course of seven months 
four important provinces had _ been 
nearly pacified, and he was confident of 
being able to pacify the two remaining 
provinces, at the proper time, with the 
10 battalions ready forthe task. He said 
he expected to be able to pacify Puerto 
Principe and Santiago de Cuba at an 
early date, “for the rebels there know 


me and fear ine, and will not resist me 
Still, I believe the war should be ended 
with war, here as everywhere else, and 
not with shameful dealings disgraceful 
to any nation, and all the more so in view 
of the terrible condition of the rebels. 

‘I have followed the policy of the il- 
lustrious Canovas. I would like to 
please those who are demonstrating in 
my honor by remaining in Cuba, but the 
delicate in which I have been 
placed has compelled me to request the 
government to dispose of my position 
in whatever way it may think conven- 
jJent.

Existence under the guardianship of 
rome one who is doing his duty by you 
is not an unmixed pleasure.

Yopic For the Week Beginning Oct. 10. 
Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 
Toric. — Enduring hardship for Christ's 
gake.--Heb. xii, 1-13. (A missionary topic.) 

‘Go ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature.’’ This was | 
the command of Christ to His disciples, 
But He knew that obedience to this 
command would mean toil ,and hard- 
ship and suffering, for He ‘added for 
their encouragement, ‘‘And, lo, I am 
with you alw ay, even unto the end of | 
the world.’’ The disciples of Christ 
have found that Christ’s prediction was 
true. Preaching the gospel to every 
creature does necessitate suffe ring and 
hardship. This is true not only in the 
jungles of Africa, but also in the heart 
of America. No one ever preached} 
Christ without having to endure hard- 
ship for Christ’s sake. t 

The writer of Hebrews gives us in 
the passage before us three encourage- 
ments for enduring hardship for Christ’s | 
sake. 

1. The example of ofhers encourages 
us. The first verse says that since we 
are surrounded by a great cloud of wit- 
nesses we should run our race, do our 
duty, with patience. The apostle does 
not mean that in heaven a vast cloud of 
witnesses is looking upon us, interested 
in our life struggles. In the preceding 
chapter he has named a long list of 
worthies who through faith in spite of 
hardships and sufferings almost unen- 
durable obtained a good report, were 
faithful to God and did His work. 
These are the witnesses referred to. 
They witnessed for God in spite. of 


hardship. Their example should inspire 
us todo the same, And when we turn 
from sacred history to secular biography 
and history and learn what noble men 
and women have endured and are en- 
during for Christ’s sake on mission 
fields, what an inspiration it should be 
tous to endure hardship for Christ’s 
sake. 

2. The example of Christ should en- 
courage us to endure hardship for His 
sake. ‘‘Looking unto Jesus * * * who} 
endured the cross, despising the shame.’’ 
“Consider Him that endured such con- 
tradiction of sinners against Himself lest 
ye be wearied and faint in your minds. 
Ye have not resisted unto blood striving 
against sip.’’ In comparison to the 
hardships Christ endured ours are noth- 
ing. He had to resist sin unto death. 
We are not dying as martyrs today. Fi- 
delity no longer means death. For our 
sakes Christ died. For Christ’s sake we 
should be willing to meet bravely and 
cheerfully what hardships come to us. 

8. The purpose and the result of 
hardship should encourage us to endure. 
In the hardships of life it is God as a 
father chastening us for our good. Why 
then should we rebel against God? Why 
should we become discouraged? ‘‘Let us} 
not be weary in well doing.’’ There is 
no crown without a cross.

The 
abusy of the guarantee resulted in the lat- 
est uction, as the makers had learned that 
more than half of the accidents to wheels 


were due to carelessness on the part of the 
riders themselves. The manufacturers of 
wheels hold that in few lines are guaran - 
tees given and insist that it is unfair to | 
expect such a thing when buying bicycles. | 

Tiremakers have started a systematic | 
movement to secure a standard for rim | 
construction Tiremakers are repeatedly | 
called upon to replace tires that have been 4 
almost or entirely ruined by chafing upon 
arim that has been made upon too small 
a circle. The rider whose tire collapses 
from this cause is almost certain to seek 
redress from the tiremaker and gets as an 
answer usually the statement that the tire 
Was not properly cemented to the rim. A | 
free repair of the injury is the most that 
the tire men will concede to the rider gen- 
erally, and the repair that is made fre- 
quently proves but temporary. Nine times 
out of ten the tire is blamed for the trou 
ble when the fault lies really in the con- 
struction of the rim. 


There is considera 


ble ditference between the rims turned 
out by the different factories, and it is 
easy to see that when the tires are made 


of standard sizes they will not fit all rims 
equally well. If the rim be too small in 
section, the tire ®ill eventually wear out 
from contact with its sharp edges, no 
matter how much cement may be used, 
and if the rim be too large in section, a 
far less common defect, the tire is apt to 
roll out from the rim.

Military cycling is held in force by the 
United States army officials. The official 
report states that the bicycle has a num- | 
ber of advantages over the horse—it does 
not require as much care, it needs no for- 
age, it moves much faster over fair roads, 
it is not as conspicuous and can be hidden 
from view more easily, it is noiseless and | 
raises but little dust, and it is impossible } 
to determine direction from its track. 
Furthermore, the fighting strength of a 
bicycle corps is not diminished by “horse | 
holders.’’ Under favorable conditions the 
bicycle is invaluable for courfer work, 
scouting duty, road patrolling, rapid re- 
connoissance, etc. A bicycle corps as an 
adjunct to infantry or cavalry could ren- 
der excellent service where speed rather 
than number is required, such as taking 
possession of passes, bridges and strong 
places ahead of the command and holding 
them until re-enforcements could be got 
from the main road. On the other hand, 
in rainy weather, over bad roads, etc., the 
horse is superior. 

A penny-in-the-slot machine to inflate 
flabby tires is among the latest bicycle in- 
ventions. The machine consists of a large 
reservoir of compressed air which may be 
stationed in a bicycle store or on a street 
corner. A pipe leads from this through 
a series of valves for reducing the pressure 
and through a mechanism that requires 4 
penny dropped in the slot to operate. Drop 
a copper cent in the slot, and the check is 
thrown off. Then connect the dangling 
hose to the valve of your tire, press a but- 
ton, and the air will gurgle into the tire. 
When it is hard enough, take your finger 
off the button, disconnect your hose pipe, 
mount and ride away on hard tires, and 
all for a cent. The valves regulate the 


cylinder.

Lower Entry Fees. 

New England horsemen are making a 


systematic effort to secure lower entry fees 
for races. When it is remembered that a 
horse racing on a 10 percent entrance is 
paying 20 per cent in fact for what he is 
likely towin, the inequitable nature of the 
big entrance fee appears as a merely busi 
ness proposition. The most that can be 
won is half the purse, and there is n¢ 
such assurance of getting it that a careful 
investor would be warranted as a business 
venture in risking a 20 percent margin on 
the chances of the trade. It may be urged 
that trotting is a sport; it is so perhaps, 
but mainly for the spectators, somewhat 
so for the horsemen, but the latter have 
too much of an expense on their hands un- 
der present racing conditions not to feel it 
necessary to consider the question of en 
trance money, at least as a factor in their 
plans. It has become necessary nowadays 
to come to a 5 per cent basis to secure the 
very best horses, and it is they only who 
can draw acrow4, if racing only is offered.

LIIKAITED RACING. 
A Protest Against the Gambling Spirit 
Shown on the Tarf. 

“Racing should be limited.’’ This ex- 
pression of Milton Young, the noted Ken- 
tucky turfman, has stirred up no end of 
discussion. Those who agree with the 
opinion of Mr. Young maintain that 
public sentiment in this country can never 
be educated up to the point of conceding 
that continuous racing is a good thing for 
public morals, isa good thing for indi- 
viduals or is a good thing for the horse; 
hence it follows that in those states where 
continuous racing exists those who oppose 
it will advocate radical measures. As 
those who oppose continuous racing are in 
the majority, they will in every case win 
their point by virtually killing all racing 
by the adoption of remedial measures. 
This course has already been pursued in a 
number of states and will be followed by 
others where there is continuous racing 
just as fast as the people can express their 
sovereign will at the polls. It is proposed 
to limit the number of days of racing on 
each track in each state to 15, and ex- 
tremists advocate as small a limit as 
seven. Ifsucha limit should prove ob- 
jectionable, then each community where a 
track exists should be allowed to vote as 
to whether or not a license should be 
granted to said track, under certain con- 
ditions, of course. Some such method 
would reduce present evils to a minimum 
and keep the sport in a healthy condition. 
To keep racing in a healthy condition 
should be the aim of all horsemen. Rac- 
ing should not be made a business, but a 
sport, the ulterior object being the im- 
proving of the breed of the horse. Be- 
cause we have allowed ourselves to drift 
away from that object is one reason why 
racing has become unpopular among cer- 
tain classes of citizens. Convince the 
moral sense of the community that the 
Sole object of racing is not to indulge in a 
passion for gambling, and in time we 
shall be able to revive the sport with cer- 
tain pool privileges in such states as now 
by statute forbid betting.

DESTRUCTIVE FLAMES. 


Parts of Arkansas and Manitoba Ravaged by 
Prairie Fires. 

Little Rock, Ark., Oct. 8.—Drought and 
forest fires are doing great damage in 
Arkansas, and the situation grows worse 
daily. Thousands of dollars worth of 
valuable timber and other property has 
been burned, and stock in nearly all 
sections of the state is suffering from the 
Scarcity of water; in some places there 
Is not even drinking water for the peo- 
ple. No general rain has fallen for 
ever 60 days, and in some localities the 
drought is of even longer duration. 

The foreste being as dry as tinder and 
the ground covered with dry leaves, from 
all sections reports of disastrous fires 
are being received. Miles of fence have 
been destroyed, saw mills burned and 
cabins gutted. In some instances the 
flames have been communicated to large 
fields of open cotton, which was de- 
stroyed. In hundreds of localities wells 
and springs have entirely dried up, and 
residents are hauling water in barrels 
from the nearest streams, which in some 
sections are 20 miles distant. Nearly 
all late vegetables have been parched in 
the fields The people, in many local- 
ities, are hol 
for rain. 


In Manitoba, 

Winnipeg, Man., Oct. 8.—Ten or 12 per- 
sons are reported to have been burned 
to death. Settlers have been fighting 
the flames night and day for over a week, 
trying to keep them from getting into 
the more thickly populated districts, 
hundreds of thousands of dollars worth 
of timber has been destroyed, and con- 
siderable grain as well as some farm 
buildings. Up to this time the fire has 
been confined to the Canadian side of the 
boundary, but the swath line between 
the United States and Manitoba has been 
obliterated and great fears are enter- 
tained that the fires will get beyond the 
control of the settlers. 

The flames are driving hundreds of 
wolves and coyotes into the open coun- 
try, and large flocks of geese and ducks 
have been flying over the burning for- 
ests. East of Whitemouth the situation 
is very critical. The section foreman at 
Darwin and his wife and men were picked 
up by a freight train and brought into 
Whitemouth. Roadmaster Horner, on 
a handcar, 
win with his men, but nearly all suc- 
cumbed through suffocation, 
compelled to take refuge in a passing 
freight. All the telegraph poles for sev- 
eral miles east of the town are down and 
trains are tied up.

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EMBEZZLER CAUGHT. 


Pilfered From a Connecticut Bank 
For Ten Years, 


Doctored His Accounts So as 
to Escape Detection. 


Had Also Helped Himself to a Borough’s 
Money. 


Wallingford, Conn., Oct. 12.—Word was 
received here last night of the arrest at 
Halifax of Willis A. Trask, treasurer of 
the borough of Wallingford and teller 
of the First Nationa! bank of that place. 
As stated im dispatches of the Associated 
Press two weeks ago, Trask left towna 
defaulter to the borough of Walling- 
ford to the extent of $2900. A few days 
later it learned that he had de- 
frauded a prominent business man in 
town. Last night it was officially an- 
nounced that the man was a defaulter 
to the bank in the sum of $6,404.87. The 
amount taken from the borough treas- 
ury was Kemediately made good by his 
bondsmen, ard it is also now announced 
that Trask’s bondsmen have made good 
the amount stolen from the bank. 

President Walter J. Leavenworth and 
Cashier William H. Newton gave the 
following official statement last night: 
“An exhaustive investigation into all 
departments of the bank has been made, 
from which it appears that Trask has 
been a defaulter to the bank in the sum 
of $6,404.87. Every dollar of this has 
been made good by his bondsmen 
Even if the whole amount were a loss in- 
stead of having been made entirely good, 
as stated, it would not in the least have 
affected the ‘inancial soundness of the 
bank, as will appear from the official 
report of the condition of the institution 
made Oct. 5, which shows the cepital 
stock to be $150,000, the surplus and un- 
divided profits $45,674.14. In other words 
the surplus of the bank amounts to more 
than 30 per cent of the capital.” 

The methods employed by Trask were 
possible from his position as teller. In 
the line of his duties he received the 
bank’s deposits, appropriated a portion 
of them to his own use, and instead of 
‘properly entering them, he failed to 
place numerous items on the books of 
the bank. His entries on the depositors’ 
pass books were in all cases correct. In 
receiving deposits he destroyed the de- 
posit slips and appropriated the money. 

Trask was located at the instance of 
the officials of the bank. The man left 
town about three weeks ago. A few 
days previously he had been granted a 
vacation by Cashier Newton. Two 
weeks before this his wife had given 
birth to a child and was for many days 
critically {ll At a time when her con- 
dition was most serious, Trask suddenly 
left town. This comment, and 
Me wildest of stories were circulated. 
A notice to the borouch officials to the 
effect that the borough’s account at the 
bank had been overdrawn led to an in- 
vestigation, which resuited in the dis- 
covery that he had absconded with near 
ly $3000 of the borough’s money. The 
bank’s prudence called for an examina- 
tion into its affairs, which resulted as 
stated above. As soon as the defalca- 
tion was discovered steps were taken to 
locate the missing rman.

The accounts were regularly 
audited by experts, but he had always 
succeeded in decelying them until those 
in authority over him began to realize 
that he was living beyond his income, 
or received an intimation from some 
source that he must be robbing the bank. 
He declares that, he knew Detective 
Leith was in Ilalifax before the latter 
knew where the man he wanted was to 
be found, and that escape from Halifax 
and from the officers would have been an 
easy matter; but he was tired of idleness 
and wandering, and did not care to make 
an effort to yet away. He believes the 
disclosure of his whereabouts came 
through the fact that his presence in 
Halifax was known to two friends, who 
accompanied him from Connecticut to 
St. John, N. L., and then to Halifax 
These friends, who were on a vacatien, 
have returned home. When arrested 
Trask had about $40 in his possession.

We 
think, however, that a guarantee war- 
ranting the machine free from imper- 
fection at the time of leaving the facto- 
ry would have in the end proved quite 
as satsfactory to the retail trade as well 
as relieved the maker from such dishon- 
est claims as are liable to be made with- 
in two months’ time, but these are not |

There were rumors of all kinds afloat 
during the evening, all of them being to 
the effct that the friends of Luetgert 
on the jury were weakening.

SITUATION UNCHANCED. 


Another Day Began With the Luetgert Jury 
Unable to Agree. 

Chicago, Oct. 21.—At 8:30 last night 
it was announced from the office of 
State Attorney Deneen that there would 
be no announcement of a verdict in the 
Luetgert case before the opening of 
court today. Judge Tuthill went home 
early, leaving matters with Mr. Deneen, 
who was to send him word in case a ver- 
dict should be reached during the early 
part of the evening. The attorneys for 
the defense also left matters with Mr. 
Deneen and went home to await any 
word that might come from the jury 
room. 

Mr. Deneen, pale-faced and red-eyed 
from long lack of sleep, sat in his office 
until 8:30, and then gave orders that his 
office be closed. “I shall wait no longer,” 
he said, “and there is no need of anybody 
waiting after I leave. I agreed with 
Judge Tuthill and with the attorneys for 
the defense to remain here until 8:30 
o'clock and to receive the announce- 
ment if a verdict should be reached. 
There is absolutely no chance now of 
anything being heard from the 12 men 
before tomorrow morning, at the earli- 
est.”’ 

For a time last night it was rumored 
that if the jury had not agreed by to- 
day it would be discharged as soon as it 
reported its inability to reach a verdict. 
This, however, is not the case. It is the 
firm determination of Judge Tuthill to 
keep the jurors until Saturday night or 
late Saturday afternoon before he per- 
mits them to go with a disagreement 
The jury stands about where it stood of 
hours ago. Reports vary from nine for 
the death penalty to three for acquittal, 
to 11 for death and one for acquittal. The 
one juror holding out for Luetgert is 
Harley, and it is thought that if he would 
change front there would be little time 
lost in arriving at a verdict. Juror 
Holabird is also credited with favoring 
the acquittal of the prisoner, but it is 
thought he would come around quickly 
if Harley could be induced to vote for 
eenviction. The feeling among the 
jurors who are in favor of the death 
penalty is high against Harley, and they 
have done plain talking to him. At one 
time they sent for Judge Tuthill to know 
among other things if 11 men could com- 
pel one man to vote with them, or if 
a verdict wowd be valid if but 11 men 
signed it. ‘This is the incident that gave 
to the state the idea that there was but 
one man standing between Luetgert and 
a death sentence. 


Quantity and Quality of Potatoes. 

New York, Oct. 21.—Not since 1892 has 
the potato crop of the United States 
proved so nearly a failure, said The 
American Agriculturalist in its final re- 
port of the yield of 1897. Compared with 
the liberal crop of last year, there is an 
apparent falling off of nearly 20 per cent 
in tonnage, and the quality of the whole 
is greatly deficient. County and town 
ship returns from all the leading potato- 
growing states show the yield to be 174,- 
000,000 bushels, against 254,000,000 in ’96, 
286,000,000 in ‘95, 185,000,000 in '94, and only 
127,000,000 in the short crop of "92. The 
average rate of yield per acre is placed 
at 64 bushels, taking the country at 
large, against 86 bushels in ‘96, 89 in ‘95 
and 62 in "92. 

The reasons for disaster to the potato 
crop of 1897 are about as varied as a 
multiplicity of causes could make them. 
Standing out with more prominence than 
any other two factors are blight and rot, 
as a result of extremes of weather condi- 
tions. Excessive rainfall here and there, 
fullure of germination, later serious 
drought, rust, scab, insects, etc., have all 
been prominently in evidence, though 
complaints of this character are less gen- 
eral than of the two first named. 


Killed His Wife and Children. 
Blue Earth City, Minn., Oct. 21.—George 
Young, a farmer residing two miles south 
of this city, shot and killed his wife, his 
two boys, aged 2 and 4, and himself. 
Business and domestic troubles form the 
only explanation of the deed.

THROWING THE HAMMER. 


succinct and Scientific Directions For This 
Kind of Athietic Work. 

To explain the esact technical points 
involverl in throwing the hammer grace- 
fully with two turns is no easy matter. 

Have your ring laid out seven feet in 
diameter on perfectly level ground and 
let the whole lot in which you practice 
be pe tly level, for there is no glory 
in throwing a mile down hill. 

Plant your feet firmly, about 20 inch- 
ysapart. Grasp the handle firmly and 
lescribe three preliminary revolutions, 
keeping your arms at fall length when 
the weight swings in front of you and 
making the circumference, just as large 
yu possibly can. Do not move your 
feet during these turns, but stand per- 
fectly firm and be just as graceful and 


as y 


easy as you cin, gradually putting more 
and imore the circles until 
you are hurling it almost as fast as you 
can ou third revolution. Just as 
this isabout completed bring the weight 
down close to the ground with all yqur 
might, your arms out at full length, 
and just before it gets directly in front 
of you turn just as quickly as you can. 
Keep hold of the hammer, and its mo- 
mentum, greatly angmented by the 
turning of your body, will take you 
around again. Still keeping your arms 
at full length, do all you can to add to 
this momentum, and when the second 
turn of your body is about completed 
give the weight a mighty upward toss 
over your left shoulder, which should 
send it high in the air and directly be- 
hind you. If you are going-to throw the 
16 pound hammer, do not monkey with 
alight one, but keep your hammer up 
to weight. If you are trying for a rec- 
ord with a 12 pound hammer, do not 
practice at all with the 16. But above 
all, do not deceive your friends and de-

tance in practice with a ‘‘16 pound

THE RULED OUT HORSES. 


How They Came To Be Awarded 
Money In a Certain Race. 
At a recent meeting the judges were 
much exercised in their minds as to 
what to do with acertain fourth money. 
At the end of the fifth heat three horses 
had won a heat apiece and a fourth two 
heats. The rest of the field went to the 
stable, none of them standing at that 
moment to win any of the purse. One 
of the heat winners, however, went lame 
and had to be withdrawn from the race, 
and the judges then were in a quandary 
as to what to do with the fourth money. 
Much argument ensued, and finally 
the jndges awarded the fourth money 
to the ruled out horses standing best in 
the summary. What else could they 
do? The rules specially state that being 
ruled out for not winning a heat in fiy: 
shall not operate to deprive a horse of 
any portion uf the purse it may be or 
become entitled to, and in. the absence 
of any special provision to the contrary 
any accident such as the one referred 
to simply moyes the ruled out horse up 
one place in the completed summary. 
Had there been three heat winners 
instead of four in the race alluded to 
the best of the ruled out horses would 
have gone to the barn with fourth mon- 
ey won. Had one of the three heat win- 
ners been drawn or distanced third 
money would not have reverted to the 
association, but the fourth horse would 
have become the third and the fifth the 
fourth. In the case referred to the fifth 
horse became the fourth under the op 
eration of the rules, and the judges 
need have spent no great amount of 
time reaching their decision to do right 
or the dissenting horsemen much gray 
matter in figuring out reasons why 
fourth money should not have gone as 
it was awarded. The rules do not con 
template the reversion of any part of 
the purse to the association so long as 
four horses remain in the race.—Horse- 
man.

May Postpone Races. 

On account of the yellow fever at 
New Orleans the winter racing meet 
ing, which is advertised to be opened 
there on Noy. 15, may have to be post- 
poned until some time in December. A 
frost is absolutely necessary to stamp 
out the disease, and they don’t have 
much frost in New Orleans until about 
Christmas. Speaking about the matter 
recently, the veteran turfman, Captain 
Billy Williamson, said: ‘‘I am afraid 
that yellow jack wiil prevent racing in 
New Orleans antil after Christmas. 
Sometimes New Orleans is not visited 
by Jack Frost until that time, and if 
such proves to be the case the coming 
winter I hardly think there will be any 
racing at New Orleans before January.’’ 
—St. Louis Republic.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning Oct. 24. 
Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. | 

Topic.—Confessing Christ before men; why 
and how.—John xii, 35-48; Rom. x, 8-l1. (A 
meeting for especial thought of the associate 
members and the unconverted. } | 

This topic appeals especially to the 
associate members. It appeals to all 
who believe in Christ, but who have 
not confessed Him as Lord before the 
world. Some people hold the opinion 
that all who really believe will confess 
Christ. This is a mistake. TI firmly be- | 
lieve that many people sincerely believe 
in Jesus Christ who will not confess 
Him, at Jeast by uniting with Hischurch 
or in a public way. We have Scripture 
authority for the belief that men may 
believe in Christ and yet not confess 
Him. John tells us that “‘among the 
chief rulers alsc many believed on Him, 
but because of the Pharisees they did 
not confess Him, lest they should be put 
out of the synagogue, for they loved the 
praise of men more than the praise of 
God.’’ Many today believe in Christ, 
but do not confess Him. Some think it 
is not necessary to make a public pro- 
fession of their faith, some are too 
timid, some feel their personal un- 
worthiness, some that they may not be 
able to represent Christ properly, and 
some, alas, are afraid of the opinions of 
others, like the rulers of old. 

All believers should confess their be- | 
lief. Nothing should keep us from con- | 
fessing Christ if we really believe in 
Him. There is no just reason for not 
doing so. There are many splendid rea- | 
sons Why we should: 1. Christ expects 
us to confess Him before the world. He 
requests itof us. He attaches the prom- | 
ise of blessing to the command to con- 
fess Him. Christ’s wish should be law 
to believers. What He wants us to do 
we should do. He wants us first to be- 
lieve and then to confess Him. Confes- 
sion should be the natural and logical 
result of faith. When we believe in the 
heart, we should with the 
mouth. 2. We should confess Christ for 
the benefit of others. All have an infiu 
ence in the world. Our influence should 
be for Christ if we believe in Him. It 


confess 


will not be unless we confess Him. By 
silent love and silent faith we cannot 
exercise an influence for Christ. Our’ 


very silence will speak against Christ. | 
8. We will want Christ to confess us/| 
when we stand before the bar of God. 
He has promised to do so if we confess 
Him in the world. How can we expect | 
it if we neglect or refuse to confess 
Christ now? 

How should we confess Christ? First 
of all by uniting ourselves with Christ’s | 
church. It is in this way that we pro: | 
claim ourselves Christians. Then upon 
every occasion given by word and deed, 
by testimony and by life we should con 
fess Christ. Our tongues and our lives 
should testify to the world that we 
have been with Jesus.

There was a similar display of curi- 
esity at Cold Spring, where the 16 Gead 
bodies lay. Of those 16 dead, eight were 
heathen foreigners, whose names or resi- 
dences meant scarcely anything to th: 
general public, and yet six of these eight 
were identified and claimed long before 
any person had come forward to inquire 
or seek for two well-dressed and evi- 
dently very respectable white women 
the only women killed in the wreck. In 
the morgue they lay unclaimed and un- 
sought, evidently, while the other dead 
were claimed and taken care of. The 16 
bodies that were held at Cold Spring for 
identification and the claim of the rela- 
tives were divided between the under- 
taking establishments of Mr. McKee! 
and Melivary. All day long these places 
were besieged by crowds of the curious, 
but only those who might in any way 
establish the identity of the victims were 
admitted to look upon them. 

One of the two women was identified 
last evening as Mrs. Mary Lindsman of 
Utica, N. Y. She was identified by her 
husband, Robert Lindsman, who said 
that his wife left home on Saturday night 
to go to Croton on a visit to her mother. 
Mr. and Mrs. Lindsman were married in 
ugust last. Mrs. Lindsman was 24 
years old and was a good looking woman. 
Her husband was very much affected 
when he saw her dead body.

The wrecking company made another 
vigorous search for the bodies of the 
engineer and fireman and Superinten- 
dent Van Ettan’s clerk. Mr. McKay. 
When the diver came up he declared that 
it was hig belief that the bodies were 
some distance away from the wrecked 
engine. He said: “The boiler and ma- 
chinery of the engine lie out some 50 feet 
from shore, and the cowcatcher and 
front of the boiler are away down in the 
sand. The body of the engine le ft the 
trucks, for the trucks are within 25 fegt 
of the shore and further up the stream 
The tender broke away from the engine 
and lies partly turned over somewhat 
to the rear. The cab of the engine is 
badly smashed, but I could find no trace 
of any of the missing men, and I don't 
believe they are near the engine. I 
should say that if they did not jump, and 
it looks as if they did not have time, 
then the rush of water through the cab 
was so fierce that it fairly swept them 
out of itand drownedthem. I would not 
be surprised if they are half a mile ora 
mile beyond the engine.”

Band's Future In Doubt. 
Washington, Oct. 29.—In order to es- 
cape further criticism at the hands of 
the labor organizations the navy de- 
partment has laid down the rule that 
hereafter the members of the Marine 
band shall not be allowed to play in any 
city where they might be regarded as 
competing with labor bands.

As gold is never put into circulation 
Without some alloy, so perhaps for this | 
world’s use some alloy is needed in the 
gold of character. The only questions are | 
what alloy and how much? I shall try to | 
answer the question as to kind and 
leave to individual discretion the ques- 
tion as to quantity. 

A great actor once said that all men 
have vanity, but some conceal it more 
Buccessfully than others. If vanity be a 
universal trait, we may take it as 
that alloy which is necessary to our ac- 
tive and circulating usefulness,

A Tricycle Patrol. 

In Dayton, O., the police department 
da novel patrol wagon. It 
a tricycle, the front and rear 
seats of which are occupied by police 
officers, while the third seat is reserved 
for the prisoner. This seat is furnished 
with handcuffs, and on the axle isa 
| pair of stirrups, with locks to clasp the 
feet of the prisoner. The advantages 
of the machine are obvious, since bet- 
ter time can be made with it than with 
a patrol wagon and horses, and not only 
the initial cost, but the maintenance of 
the machine, is, of course, far less than 
| that of a patrol wagon and team. 

When a call for the police comes in,

If a drunken 
man or an unruly customer to be 
handled, he is speedily placed on the 
seat, and his wrists and ankles are bound 
with the steel cl He is thus render- 
ed harmless, since he can neither inter- 
fere with the progress of the machine 
nor trouble the policemen. The tricycle 
is peculiarly adapted to a small city, 
where riot calls are infrequent and not 
more than one prisoner is often arrested 
at a time.—Rochester Post-Express 
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Drawn by a Kite.
